Adams county’s population has de­ 
creased 2.215 from April I, 1940 to 
March I, 1943 according to estimates 
released by the Bureau of Census, 
U. S. Department of Commerce. 
Tire population of Pennsylvania 
has decreased 4.4 per cent or 437.942 
during the same period. 
Adams 
county’s 
population 
on 
April I, 
1940 was announced as 
39.435. 
On March I of this year it 
was reported to have decreased to 
37.220. a drop of 5.6 per cent. 
9,457.755 In State 
The estimates, based on the num­ 
ber of registrations for war ration 
book two, lists the state’s civilian 
population in March, 1943 as 9,457,- 
755 compared with 9.895,697 on April 
I, 1940. 
Because 
registration 
data 
were 
compiled only by counties, no esti­ 
mates were made of changes in 
population in cities. However, those 
counties w’hich had at least half 
their population in a metropolitan 
district in 1940 were designated as 
metropolitan counties. 
For metropolitan areas w’hich con­ 
tain two or more counties estimates 
are not available for each county 
because of the probability that many 
persons living in one county regis­ 
tered in another. 
Counties which

tan areas were: Allegheny, Fayette,

Dirt around a spark plug gasket, j 
or around the threads of the plug 
or its seat, will increase oil consump­ 
tion by permitting compression leak­ 
age.
